Obama pushes $12 billion 
plan, says education key 
to economic rebound

WARREN, Mich. Conceding unemployment will get 
worse before it gets better, President Obama on 
Tuesday unveiled a $12 billion plan to help commu- 
nity colleges prepare millions of people for a new 
generation of jobs. Challenging critics, he said he 
welcomed the task of turning around the economy 

“I love the folks who helped get us in this mess 
and then suddenly say, ‘Well, this is Obama’s econ- 
omy’ ” the president told an outdoor crowd at 
Macomb Community College, “That’s fine. Give it 
to me. My job is to solve problems, not to stand on 
the sidelines and harp and gripe,” 

Obama did not identify his target for those com- 
ments, but he has been under increasing fire from 
Republicans over the pace of the economic recov- 
ery and the soaring deficit. He brought his mes- 
sage to a state reeling from the loss of auto jobs, 
Michigan’s unemployment rate is 14,1 percent, the 
nation’s worst, 

“The hard truth is that some of the jobs that have 
been lost in the auto industry and elsewhere won’t 
be coming back,” Obama said, “They are the casual- 
ties of a changing economy” 

To that end, he proposed an ‘American 
Graduation Initiative” to bolster the two-year com- 
munity college field that serves millions of students 
as a launching point for careers or a step toward

expanded higher education. 

Competitive grants would be offered to schools to 
try new programs or expand training and counseling. 
High dropout rates would be addressed by design- 
ing programs to track students and help them earn 
an associate’s degree or finish their education at a 
four-year institution. Money also would be spent to 


renovate and rebuild college facilities, and online 
courses would be developed to help colleges offer 
more classes. 

The White House says the cost would be $12 bil- 
lion over 10 years; Obama says it would be paid for 
by ending wasteful subsidies to banks and private 
lenders of student loans. 


BAD NEWS 

Earlier on Tuesday at the 
White House, Obama said he 
expected that the nation’s 
unemployment rate would 
continue to “tick up for several 
months.” It Is now at 9.5 per- 
cent, the highest In 26 years. 


Madoff arrives at prison

Disgraced financier Bernard Madoff 
arrived Tuesday at a federal prison 
in North Carolina to begin serving a 
150 -year sentence for what is believed to 
be the largest Ponzi scheme in history. 
Federal Bureau of Prisons 
spokeswoman Linda Thomas said 
Madoff, 71, arrived at the Butner, N,C,, 
facility after leaving federal jail in New 
York City on Monday Authorities said 
Madoff had carried out the fraud for 
at least two decades before confessing 
to his sons in December that his 
investment business was a fraud and 
that he had lost as much as $50 billion. 


Among the well-known criminals 
being held at Butner are: 

» John Rigas, founder of Adelphia 
Communications, and his son, Tim, 
the company’s chief financial officer. 
They were convicted on multiple fraud 
charges, 

» Jonathan Pollard, the American 
convicted of spying for Israel more than 
two decades ago, 

» Omar Abdel-Rahman, also known 
as the blind sheik, who was sentenced 
to life in prison in 1995 for his role in 
a plot to kill Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak and blow up New York City 
landmarks.

For one Rockford man, a stolen semi- 
tractor cab offered the quickest way 
to get back home after his car broke 
down in McHenry County last week- 
end, police said Tuesday 

On Saturday, Daniel Elam, 55, led 
police on a chase through two coun- 
ties while allegedly driving the semi- 
tractor he picked up in Marengo, 
McHenry County Sheriff Keith 
Nygren said in a press release. 

After his vehicle became disabled, 
Elam allegedly saw the truck parked 
on the other side of a fence and decid- 
ed to scale the fence, said Lt. Andrew 
Zinke of the McHenry County sher- 
iff’s office in a telephone interview 
“Instead of calling for help, he 
hopped a fence and decided to look for 
a vehicle with keys in it,” said Zinke. 

After crashing through the same 
fence he scaled, Elam, driving just 
the semi’s cab, began his multi-county 
drive back to his home in Rockford 
about 26 miles away, Zinke said. 

Sheriff’s officers from neighbor- 
ing Boone County began tailing him 
as he drove across the county and 
then drove into Winnebago County, 
Nygren said. 

Police said officials were notified 
about the stolen vehicle after notic- 
ing the toppled fence and realizing 
the truck was missing. 


DEAL OR NO DEAL? 

MAYOR DALEY SAYS 431 CITY WORKERS IN JEOPARDY OF LOSING JOBS

Mayor Daley said Tuesday that 431 city employ- 
ees would be laid off Wednesday if two holdout 
unions don’t agree to unpaid days off and other 
cost-cutting measures. 

More than 20 labor leaders joined Daley for 
the City Hall news conference to pressure the 
Teamsters and American Eederation of State, 
County and Municipal Employees to agree to 
the cuts by midnight Tuesday 

“If we do not come to an agreement by mid- 
night, then tomorrow will be the last day on the 
city payroll for 431 employees represented by the 
Teamsters and AESCME,” Daley said. 

Ken Brantley, vice president of Teamsters 
Local 726, said Tuesday morning his organiza- 


tion overwhelmingly decided against the con- 
cessions. “Everybody knows where we stand,” 
Brantley said. 

He said of several concessions on the nego- 
tiating table, substituting comp time for cash 
overtime has been a major sticking point for the 
union’s members, many of which are drivers at 
several different city departments. 

“They get called out at all hours of the night,” 
Brantley said. “They depend on that money” 

AESCME Council 31 Executive Director 
Henry Bayer said Tuesday that his union voted 
to reject the city’s offer. He said they have pre- 
sented an alternative plan that would save the 
city an equal amount of money, but declined to 
outline it to reporters. 


“There will be a lot of pain for our members if 
the mayor goes forward tomorrow,” Bayer said. 

But Bayer stressed that the membership voted 
against the mayor’s offer. “We are not going to 
let the mayor or anyone else dictate to our mem- 
bers,” he said. 

A total of 141 Teamster members and 290 
AESCME members would lose their jobs if the 
cuts are carried out. 

Standing with Daley and the other union lead- 
ers were officials from Laborers International 
Union Local 1001, which reached an agreement 
with the city Monday Daley originally looked 
at cutting 1,500 city workers if unions did not 
agree to the givebacks. Non-union workers also 
are being required to take unpaid days off 


U. of I. trustee admits passing along Blagovs requests

One of the University of Illinois’ longest-serving 
trustees Tuesday denied he served as former Gov 
Rod Blagojevich’s intermediary for admissions 
requests, contrary to public documents and ear- 
lier testimony before a state commission. 

When pressed, however. Trustee Lawrence 
Eppley acknowledged he passed along up to four 
admissions requests per year from Blagojevich 
or the governor’s inner circle. 

‘As sensational as it seems now, it seemed 
benign then,” he testified before the Illinois 


Admissions Review Commission, which is inves- 
tigating abuses at the state’s flagship campus. 

Eppley— a U. of I. alum first appointed by 
former Gov George Ryan— said he reached 
out to the Blagojevich administration early in 
the first term to make sure the new governor 
looked favorably upon the university 

A Chicago Tribune investigation found 
Eppley, a former board chairman, had a hand 
in more admissions requests than any other 
trustee. 

But Eppley denied ever directing administra- 


tors to admit a student against their judgment. 

“I did not give directives or orders regarding 
admissions,” he said. “My personal integrity and 
the integrity of the university are more impor- 
tant than that.” 

Eppley supported at least 19 undergraduate 
students in the past three years, documents 
show Several candidates’ names came from the 
governor’s office. 

In one case, Eppley passed along a 2005 let- 
ter in which Blagojevich sought admission for a 
relative of convicted influence-peddler Antoin 


“Tony” Rezko. The applicant was admitted and 
his initial denial overturned. 

More than 800 clouted candidates for 
Illinois’ undergraduate program received undue 
consideration during the last five years under a 
system known internally as Category I. 

Dozens more applicants to law and graduate 
programs also received preferential treatment, 
a Tribune investigation found. 

Eppley said when he passed along an appli- 
cant’s name he had no idea the maneuverings 
going on behind the scenes.

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state outlines 
high-speed 

rail plans 

Express passenger trains traveling at top 
speeds of 220 mph between Chicago and 
St. Louis are included in Illinois’ preliminary 
application for federal funding to build high- 
speed passenger rail corridors. 

Under the proposal to conduct a feasi- 
bility study the trip would take two hours 
and possibly include stops in Champaign, 
Decatur and Springfield, according to the 
pre-application the state submitted to the 
Federal Railroad Administration. 

But the top priority is to first gear up to no 
mph service on three routes: Chicago to St. 
Louis; Chicago to Milwaukee and Madison, 
Wis.; and Chicago to Detroit, the Illinois 
Department of Transportation said. 

“Our goal for these routes is frequent, reli- 
able trips on brand new train sets,” IDOT 
said. 

The total cost, including projects to 
reduce freight rail congestion in the Chicago 
area, is estimated at $3.8 billion. 

Illinois is competing for a share of $8 
billion in start-up funding that the Obama 
administration has allocated to develop 
high-speed rail across the US. 

A second tier of proposed high-speed 
rail routes that IDOT included in the 
pre-application are Chicago to Rockford 
and Dubuque, Iowa; Chicago to the Quad 
Cities; Chicago to Moline and Iowa City; 
and building additional capacity between 
Chicago and Galesburg. 

Full applications are due by Oct. 2 for 
funding to help the states develop the high- 
speed corridors. 

But the next deadline is Aug. 24 for states 
seeking economic stimulus grants to begin 
shovel-ready projects. Some work on the 
Chicago-to-St. Louis corridor qualifies, 
officials said.

Senate to vote on 
graveyard reforms 


State Senate President John 
Cullerton on Tuesday said 
he expects senators to vote 
Wednesday on a legislative 
package prompted by the grue- 
some discoveries at Burr Oak 
Cemetery including tougher 
regulation of graveyards, better 
record-keeping requirements 
and stronger criminal penalties. 

Cullerton said lawmakers 
have been working with aides to Gov Quinn as 
well as Comptroller Dan Hynes, whose office 
currently has some minor oversight over some 
cemetery issues, to craft a package of regulations. 
Several African-American senators also have been

an expert or an agency to oversee the day-to-day 
operations at the cemetery 


NO OBAMA CONNECTION 

The White House reported 
erroneously Tuesday that 
First Lady Michelle Obama’s 
father was buried in Burr Oak 
Cemetery where bodies were 
illegally unearthed. It cor- 
rected that hours later, saying 
Fraser Robinson III was buried 
in nearby Lincoln Cemetery.

Wearing a White Sox jacket, jeans and sneak- 
ers, and cheered by the sellout crowd at Busch 
Stadium, Obama walked out of the National 
League’s dugout on the first-base side, shook 
hands with Cardinals Hall of Famer Stan Musial 
and trotted to the mound. 

From right on the rubber, 60 feet and 6 inches 
away, Obama wound up and bit his lip as he let 
go. The left-hander grimaced slightly, and gave a 
fist pump when Pujols— a Gold Glove first base- 
man-made the neat grab, 

Obama first visited the NLs clubhouse. Known 
for trash talking on the basketball court, he saved 
a little bit for the locker room. 

After greeting Pujols, the most fearsome slugger 
in the majors, Obama went over to Milwaukee star 
Prince Fielder, who won Monday night’s Home 
Run Derby 

Pointing at Fielder, the president said, “Hey 
Albert, what happened, this guy, man— in your 
home park?

Why should exhausted Pitchfork attendees head to 
Double Door Saturday night for local rockers Bully in 
the Hallway’s CD release show? 

“ ’Cause they don’t serve whiskey at Pitchfork,” says 
Bully frontman John Matthew Simon. 

Sure, that’s one reason. But it’s also a chance to catch 
a fully rockin’ band (they expect to hit the stage around 
II p.m., after Pitchfork ends, FYI), whose full-length 
debut, ‘Apples and Sunshine,” veers from driving punk 
to something gentler and restrained to forceful declara- 
tions of home town pride. In concert, says Bucktown 
resident Simon, 25, the band is moving at all times and 
hopes audiences will dance along. “We always try to 
emphasize that our show is like a blackout,” he says. 
“You never know exactly what’s going to happen.” 

Your music gives people reasons to think you’re wild 
and reasons to think you’re laid-back. Tell me about your 
after-parties. 

We’re pretty much wild and crazy We’re Midwest kids 
and we’re mostly Irish, so ... we just like having fun, no

matter what it is. If it’s just great conversation or if it’s 
shotgunning beers, it’s just really {about] the people 
around us. We just try to make the party as fun, safe 
and— I don’t want to use the word “responsible”— just as 
fun as it can be. 

What happens at the end of the night-on a good night 
and a bad night? 

On a good night, our guitarist Matt {Kennedy}— who’s 
been sober for about two years now— drives everyone 
home while they’re conscious. On a bad night he drives 
them home while they’re unconscious. Other than that, 
on a good night we finish a bottle of Jameson, and on a 
bad night we finish a bottle of Jameson. 

How do you describe your sound in five words or less? 

I always like to say it’s champagne rock: We pop and we 
fizzle. People are like, “You’re power-punk,” or “power 
punk with a little bit of mellow jams.” That’s why I’ve 
always liked the term champagne rock because it doesn’t 
really mean anything. It’s not a genre yet, but we can make 
it our own.

Care Bears 
on Fire 

‘Get Over It!* 

(S-Curve Records) 
Tight, peppy and just 
plain fun, “Get Over It!” 
isn’t nearly as juvenile 
as its all-gal trio, whose cumulative ages are 
somewhere around 40. Rather, Care Bears 
on Fire uses energetic guitar pop to grin 
at issues kids their age care about without 
alienating older listeners. On “My Problems,” 
lead singer Sophie acknowledges stressors 
without succumbing to them (“My hair’s 
not bouncy, what should I do?,” she sings 
with a non-judgmental smirk), while the 
way-excellent “Barbie Eat a Sandwich” tears 
down a girl who’s “got no brains but she’s got 
style.” Some songs (“Super Teen,” “Gym Class 
Haze”) really only speak to Mouseketeers, 
but no one’s too old to remember how the 
youngsters feel. That said ... slumber party!

‘Horehound* 

(Third Man Records) 
A spooky bit of 
blues, “Horehound” 
is the debut album 
from the latest band from Jack White 
(The White Stripes, The Raconteurs), who 
clearly believes in that whole “variety is 
the spice of life” thing. Of course, though 
the Dead Weather finds White ditching 
the guitar for drums and leaving lead 
vocal duties to Alison Mosshart of the 
Kills, the group-which also features 
guitarist Dean Fertita (Queens of the 
Stone Age) and bassist Jack Lawrence 
(The Raconteurs)-essentially cranks out 
a darker variation of the fuzzy guitar rock 
White is known for.

From about 9 a,m, to 5p.m, on weekdays, Jonathan 
Desir edits TV commercials. 

But at night and on weekends, Desir morphs into 
“Jon Blazini the Edutainer,” a performance poet 
with a fierce, sometimes haunting delivery 
The Humboldt Park resident and self-described 
“first generation Haitian” speaks on topics from 
budding love to politics to everyday life experienc- 
es, these days joined onstage by partner-in-poetry 
Sulaiman Abdur-Rahman, 

“God bless the U,S, but we bite the hand that 
feeds / Turn the tides of democracy into greed and 
take from the taken,” the duo recited during a July 4 
performance posted on TbuTube, 

“I was originally inspired by The Roots, Talib 
and Outkast,” Desir, 29, said of his start writing 
and performing poetry about eight years ago while 
a student at Eastern Michigan University “I started 
to rap and I realized I couldn’t really do that, so I 
started doing performance poetry It was a new 
thing on my campus,” 

That “new thing” soon became a personal pas- 
sion for Desir, who said he is happy to be living in 
Chicago, where performance poetry has a long and 
rich history Indeed, this city has been home to poet- 
ry icons including Carl Sandburg and Gwendolyn 
Brooks, the latter being the first African-American 
woman to win the Pulitzer Prize, 

The future of poetry, specifically performance 
poetry, may be even brighter in Chicago, perfor- 
mance poetry insiders and experts told RedEye, 
The annual Brave NewV>ices competition— which 
was chronicled last year for a docu- series recently 
aired on HBO— is running in the Windy City 
through Sunday, The competition features approxi- 


mately 500 young poets between the ages of 13 and 
19 and events across the city, including at Columbia 
College Chicago, Brave New Voices founder and 
executive director James Kass said. 

Also this summer. South Side-born performance 
poet and community activist Malik Vusef will drop 
his first album off Kanye West’s G, 0 , 0 ,D, Music 
label. The spoken word album, a double disc called 
“G, 0 , 0 ,D Morning and G, 0 , 0 ,D Night,” will fea- 
ture cameos from West, Common, Paul Wall, Bun 
B, and Adam Levine, he told RedEye, 

Though the mainstream has flirted with perfor- 
mance poetry before, perhaps most notably in the 
form of HBO’s now-defunct “Def Poe try Jam,” the 
art form is resurfacing, particularly when paired with 
its cousin: rap music. The two art forms —linked via 
artists such as The Roots and Dr, Dre— are increas- 
ingly intertwining, 

“I know hip-hop informs a lot of performance 
poets,” said Eranceso Levato, executive director 
of the Chicago Poetry Center, citing a few recent 
examples, (One poet retold the Iliad in “gangsta 
rap” terms during a performance, Levato recount- 
ed,) Though Levato said he would like to see more 
mainstream interest in poetry across the spectrum, 
he characterized the juxtaposition of hip-hop music 
and poetry as a step in that direction, “It can re- 
energize both formats,” he said, 

Yusef, too, said hip-hop and spoken word are 
merging at an “amazing rate,” 

Desir, who also has begun rapping despite his 
rocky rhyming start in college, credits boredom 
with mainstream rap music for the change, 

“We’re sick of seeing the same stuff over and 
over again,” Desir said, “I think our culture is open 
for something different. Poetry, more so than rap 
sometimes, gives you an opportunity to explore dif- 
ferent subject matters, to be more conscious,” 
Y)ung people are particularly interested in poetry

these days, according to Kass of Brave New Voices, 
He said 79 teams competed for 50 spots this year, 
the largest number of applicants in the competi- 
tion’s 12-year history 

“Our young poets have been in the White House

to reach “downloadable ringtone” status like rap, 

“This isn’t going to be Soulja Boy,” Coval, 34, said, 
“But that is because Soulja Boy is bubble gum. But also 
like bubble gum, you may chew on it for a couple min- 
utes, then you’ll want to spit it out. With poetry, that’s 
not the case,” 

Yet poetry is popping up in amazing places, he said, 
including in Cook County Juvenile Detention Center, 
“I just hosted a slam for about 10 boys on lock,” Coval 
said, “Now, you talk about a situation where poetry and 
storytelling matters. That is a direct case of giving those 
who are not heard from agency to be heard,” 

Manissa Clark, a Calumet City poet, said she enjoys 
engaging in the art form because, unlike music, which 
can be divisive, poetry is for everyone, 

“I look out at my shows and I see people from their 


early 20s to people in their 50s,” Clark, 39, said, adding 
that her Facebook wall often fills up with messages of 
support, “Poetry is loved by everyone and anyone can 
admire it,” 

Yusef, who made a name for himself in the mid- 
’90s by performing poetry on local radio stations, said 
he is proof that you can profit from, and help others 
through, the art form. Not only is the poet releasing 
his album and preparing to tour, but he also is planning 
clothing and jewelry lines under a “G, 0 , 0 ,D, Morning 
and G, 0 , 0 ,D, Night” brand, 

Desir for now is a part-time poet, but he, too, has big 
plans for the future, 

“I hope to write an anthology soon, a storybook that

The writers of “Leverage” don’t have to look far for story ideas these 
days. 

According the show’s star, Timothy Hutton, they can pick up a news- 
paper and see stories about people abusing their power, 

“WeVe been very fortunate because anything we come up with— 
with what’s going on right now— there isn’t the chance for anyone 
to say. That will never happen,’ ” the Oscar winner told me during a 
recent interview 

InTNT’s fun caper series, which returns for its second season 
^?C%dnesday, Hutton plays Nate Ford, a man who lost his family because 
of a shifty insurance company In the first sea- 
son, Nate assembled an “Ocean’s Eleven”-like 
team of four other con artists to take down 
greedy businessmen, officials or anyone else 
who messed with those without power. 

The show mixes comedy, crime and a lot 
of Robin Hood-style revenge, which is why 
Hutton thinks it did so well when it debuted last year, 

“With „. it being such a difficult time and {the] general craziness 
going on with banks and people that are supposed to be doing good 
with people’s money and they’re not, this is a good place to have a little 
fun and get a sense of revenge,” he said. “Plus I think it’s interesting for 
people to watch and connect to these five kind of wacky characters,” 
The show’s first season ended with those characters— computer 
genius Hardison (Aldis Hodge), master of disguises Sophie (Gina 
Bellman), thief Parker (Beth Riesgrai) and tough guy Eliot (Christian 
Kane) —going back to their previous lives of crime. As the new season 
opens, the Leverage team tracks down Nate because they miss doing 
good deeds. 

He’s not eager to get back into the Robin Hood game, 

“He’s very reluctant, but he decides he’ll go ahead with it under
